MOSCOW (UPI) - The Rus- 
claim they have come up 
with another “first” — video tele­ 
phone service. 
They say a Muscovite can now 
telephone his girl-friend in Kiev 
or his mother in Leningrad and 
see her face cm a television 
screen in a Moscow studio. 
The advent of Soviet video tele­ 
phones, timed to coincide with 
the 22nd Communist congress 
here, apparently was intended as 
a demonstration of Soviet techni­ 
cal advancement. The Russians 
claim their “invention” is an­ 
other “first” 
Informed sources here pointed 
out that video telephones already 
have been tried out in other coun­ 
tries and abandoned. 
The Russians have made the 
coaxial cables between Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kiev available for 
daytime phone use, unless some 
major sporting event interferes. 
The new system works like 
this: 
A customer in Moscow calls 
the telephone company for an ap­ 
pointment.

Canadian External Affairs Sec­ 
retary Howard C. Green deli­ 
vered his warning yesterday to the 
101-nation main political commit­ 
tee. which is considering a seven- 
nation resolution urging the So­ 
viet Union to cancel its plan to 
set off the greatest man-made 
explosion in history. 
Embassy Rejects Protest 
Green said the Soviet Embassy 
in Ottawa had rejected a Cana­ 
dian protest on the ground that 
the projected test was Russia’s 
private business. 
The bomb which Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita 
Khrushchev 
says 
Russia will touch cff would be 
equivalent to 50 million tons of 
TNT. 
While the committee was de­

the 
United 
States announced Russia had set 
off another fallout-producing nu­ 
clear bomb — the 21st of the cur­ 
rent series—which unleashed the 
force of several million tons of 
TNT.

OOO in life insurance on her for­ 
mer husband. Police said Molter 
knew she had insurance on his life

Kaufman, father of four, ami 
Mrs. Molter, who had one child, 
admitted they were “romantically 
involved’* before and after the 
dynamiting, the district attorney's 
office said. But they denied know­ 
ing anything about the explosion.

W. Germans 
Launch Sub 


KIEL, Germany (UPI)—The Ut, 
first submarine built in West Ger­ 
many since World War ll, will be 
launched today by an undersea 
warfare expert who sank 42 Al­ 
lied ships during the war. 
Naval experts say the 350-ton 
submarine is a “technical sensa­ 
tion” because of its high speed 
and its heavy armament. 
The submarine, first of 12 of 
its type ordered by the West Ger 
man navy, mounts eight torpedo 
tubes and an imposing array of 
electronic detection equipment. 
Although it is powered by con 
ventional rather than nuclear en­ 
gines, it is saki to be capable of 
remaining underwater for weeks 
---presumably by using some va­ 
riation of the schnorkel breathing 
apparatus.

(UPI) — The United 
Staten today fired toward 
space a Midas satellite to 
warn of enemy missile fir- 
tags. 
The satellite carried 350-million 
hair-like wires—75 pounds of them 
—along as a piggy-back rider. It 
was the first time such a test- 
known as Project West Ford—had 
been tried. 
’Hie 3.500-pound Midas IV — for 
Missile Defense Alarm System—is 
the second to be launched toward 
an orbit that regularly takes it 
over Russia 
Tho Air Force would not com­ 
ment when asked if this Midas 
was launched in connection with 
Russia’s announced plans to ex­ 
plode a 50-megaton nuclear bomb 
this month. But Midas, with its 
infra-red eyes. can see atomic 
tests as well as missile firings 
and flash instant alerts to the 
United States. 
Officers said It would take two 
hours to determine if the Midas 
and its rider payload went into or­ 
bit as planned, 2,000 miles high 
over die poles of the earth. 
Forty-five minutes after launch 
the Air Force announced prelimi­ 
nary telemetry data indicated the 
second stage had separated and 
fired as programmed. 
The Midas was sent aloft atop a 
91-foot rocket made up of the At­ 
las liooster and the Agena B sec­ 
ond stage. The Agena B — which 
became the satellite—had to fire 
its rocket, stop and then fire 
again on command to put the pay. 
loads into orbit.
